As “Thundering Gordon” The Author 
was Widely Known County At­ 
torney of Stearns County 


J. F. Smart is in receipt of a book 
entitled, “ Indian Legends and Other 
Poems’’, w ith the compliments of the 
author, Mr. H. L. Gordon of Los An­ 
geles. 
Mr. Gordon was one of the 
pioneers of Minnesota, coming to the 
territory from New York state in 
185 7, and he is know n to many of the 
old tim ers 
He enlisted early in the 
w ar in the famous old First Minneso­ 
ta but later left the arm y on account 
of ill health. 
He practiced law at St. Cloud and 
was for four years register of the ll. 
S. land office there; also served in the 
state senate in the early seventies. 
Later he removed to Minneapolis and 
since 1892 has been a resident of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
At one time he was largely 
interested in pine lands, and his name 
is a fam iliar one on the tax books of 
this county until very recent years. 
In those days he w as an orator of 
no mean ability and was known as 
“ T hundering Gordon’’ by reason of 
the great volume of his voice. 
It 
used to be related am ong the early 
Pioneers that when Gordon made a 
speech at Sauk Rapids the wooded 
hills reverberated up the valley clear 
back* to Watab creek, 
lie had a pierc­ 
ing black eye and an aggressive m an­ 
ner, and as prosecuting attorney of 
Stearns county, once he warmed up 
on a case he could strike terror into 
the heart of crim inal or witnesses. 
His hook, “ Indian 
Legends and 
Other Poems,” possesses real literary 
m erit and its selections of prose and 
verse are well worthy one's perusal. 
He spent a good deal of time study­ 
ing the customs, languages, and sup­ 
erstitions of the nortnw estern indian 
tribes, and much of the space in his 
book is given over to these subjects. 
His war experiences also find place 
la the volume, together with some

with a few humorous verses and Irish 
comic songs.

lf. Dussaud, a French scientist, who 
has discovered a Un .us for tin* produc­ 
tion of what he terms “cold light.” 
gave recently some details of his dis­ 
covery, which, it is thought, may revo­ 
lutionize electric lighting. 
Starting on the principle that rest 
is as essential to m atter as to animal 
organism, ho has constructed an elec­ 
tric lamp in which the light is concen­ 
trated on a single point by filaments 
working successively; thence the light 
Is projected through a lens magnifying 
a thousand fold. 
Thus he bus succeed­ 
ed in concentrating a 2.000 candlepow­ 
er light on one point aud in passing 
thirty-two volts toto un eight volt 
lamp, which with the ordinary light 
would burst. 
Exjmrlments with this lamp have es­ 
tablished that the new light is abso­ 
lutely without danger, us no heat Is 
given off, and it requires only a one 
hundredth part of the current of the 
ordinary lump. 
It cud be worked by 
a tiny battery, or sufficient motive 
power can Im obtained from a Jet of 
water from an ordinary faucet or even 
a squirrel turning a cage. 
Tho light, it is said, offers great ad­ 
vantages in photography, us its pho­ 
togenic power Is four times that of the 
magnesium flashlight. 
It has been tried with great success 
at the Biarritz lighthouse, and M. Dus- 
saud is working on its application to 
searchlights for the ministry of war.
